This proceeding grew out of the appoint- 
ment by the Housé of Delegates of a com- 
mittee to investigate such tax returns and 
to determine whether they had been cor- 
rectly made. The committee summoned J. 
Hi. Conrades, Jr., of the Gonrades Chair 
and Parlor Furniture Co. before it to ques- 
tion him concerning the returns made by 
his company tor 1908 and as far back as 
1900. 

He refused to testify upon the ground 
that the committee and the House of 
Delegates had no authority to make such 
investigation, particularly to go as far

TAKES HER IN ARMS AND RUNS 


In Habeas Corpus Proceedings Court 
Tells Otto Oerter He Has Every 
Right to His Offspring. 


Ida Oerter. 


After the custody of little Ida Oerter had 

been awarded to her father by Judge Kin- 
ealy in division No. 10 of the circuit court 
Tuesday at noon, the grandmother, Mrs. 
Franceska Forster, and her two daughters, 
Mrs. August Heil’ and Miss Rose Forster, 
clung to the child in the corridor of the 
courthouse, weeping and pleading with 
the father to be permitted to keep her until] 
evening. 
While a deputy restrained the women, 
Oerter took the child and ran toward 
Broadway, followed by his wife and an- 
other woman. 

Not until Deputy Sheriff Collins told them 
that they were making themselves liable 
for contempt did they reluctantly let the 
child go. 

The question of the custody of the child 
was brought before the court by habeas 
corpus proceedings instituted by the fath- 
er, Otto Oerter. His wife died Feb. 2, 
lwWl, when the child was four weeks old. 
The baby was taken to the home of his 
wifes mother, Mrs. Franceska’ Forster, at 
2168 Russell avenue. The father says it was 
the understanding that he was to have the 
child back when he wanted it. 

Oerter was married a second time Sept. 
2, 1908, to a Belleville young woman. He 
says since that his attempts to regain pus- 
session of the child had been in vain. 

The application for the posssession of the 
child was resisted on the grounds that the 
child ig delicate and that her best health | 
would be preserved by leaving her in the 
custedy of the grandmother. 

During the proceedings the little girl, 
who was brought into court by Mrs. For- 
ster, pattered about the courtroom and 
played peek-a-boo with members of the 
grandmother's family. 

The child did not appear to be aware of | 
the presence of her father in the court- | 
room, but manifested lively affection for | 
her grandmother and vther members of 


ithe family. 


Oerter testified that he had provided 
clothing for the child, and had given Miss | 
Rose Forster, sister of his deceased wife, 
a gold watch and chain, which cost $62 


for her care of the child, 
Denies Courting 
Wife’s Sister. 


An attempt was made to have him admit 
that he had given her the watch because 
he was courting her, but he denied this. | 
Oerter testified that he had a bakery | 
business on Chouteau avenue, and that he | 
had an expectancy of participating in the 
$100,000 fortune of his father. 

When Mrs. Forster was on the stand the 
child climbed the steps and nestled against | 
her grandmother. Pushing open the gate 
leading to the bench she looked up curious- 
ly into the face of Judge Kinealy. 

Once she strayed near where her father 
was sitting. He smiled and held out his 
hand. but she drew back 

Mrs. Forster testified that Ocerter had | 
given her daughter, Rose, the watch and 


‘chain because he wanted Rose to marry 


him 

When Rose Forster took the stand, 
Judge Kinealy would not permit her to tell | 
about the watch and chain which Oerter 
had given her, ruling that it was not ma- 
terial 


Father’s Right
